The better either 
you or the team does on continuity, the easier 
and more successful your callsign analysis is 
likely to be. In addition to the requirement 

of continuity for successful analysis, another 
is that of complete openmindedness in the 
approach to the problem: no idea, no suggestion,| 
should be dismissed as being implausible. 
(Remember, Aristotle said that a likely im- 
possibility is always preferable to an uncon- 
vincing possibility.) 


Probably the best approach to callsign 
study, after a number of callsign continuities 
are available, is to arrange the callsigns in a 
form which will facilitate the recognition of
